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Summary 



(57) [Abstract] 

[Technical problem] The newest data can perform a game and let it be a technical 
problem to offer the game equipment which can rewrite the element data which 
constitute some games on game advance, can change a part of contents of game 
data, and can perform a new game and in which data rewriting is possible. 
[Means for Solution] this invention is game equipment in which data rewriting by the 
computer system which supplies information through the Internet is possible. That is, 
while, as for a game provider, the composition provides a web server with a game, 
some data requirements are rewritten on game advance, and it transmits as the 
newest game data, and by the newest game data rewritten with the information 
terminal or the game machine, a user can download a game arbitrarily and can 
perform it. 
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CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] While it is game equipment in which data rewriting is possible and a game 
provider offers a game on a web server according to the computer system which 
supplies information through the Internet In the game equipment to which some data 
requirements can be rewritten and saved on game advance, and a user can perform 
a game by the newest game data rewritten through the information terminal It is 
game equipment which the aforementioned game provider uploads the newest game 
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data rewritten and saved on a web server, transmits, and is characterized by the 
ability for a user to download this game data of the rewritten newest arbitrarily, and 
perform a game and in which data rewriting is possible. 

[Claim 2] Some data requirements are game equipment which is characterized by a 
game provider being the newest available game data and in which data rewriting 
according to claim 1 is possible on the aforementioned game advance. 
[Claim 3] Some data requirements are game equipment which is characterized by 
being the newest available game data out of the actual game data of a before [ one 
week grade ] and in which data rewriting according to claim 1 is possible on the 
aforementioned game advance. 

[Claim 4] While distributing a professional baseball game on a web server, the 
aforementioned game provider Rewrite some data requirements on game advance of 
each player data based on the game result of actual professional baseball etc., and it 
provides on a web server as the newest game data. A user is game equipment which 
is characterized by the ability to download some data requirements arbitrarily to a 
game machine on game advance of each player data etc., and perform a game by the 
newest game data, and in which data rewriting according to claim 1 to 3 is possible. 
[Claim 5] A user is game equipment which is characterized by the ability to 
download some data requirements arbitrarily to a portable game machine on game 
advance, and perform a game by the newest game data and in which data rewriting 
according to claim 1 to 4 is possible. 

[Claim 6] It is game equipment which the aforementioned game provider offers the 
newest game data which changed a part of content of the contents of the data 
which rewrote the geographical feature of a treasure island, and/or a treasure, a 
place, etc. while distributing the treasure-hunting game on the web server on a web 
server, and is characterized by a user downloading some of these game data to a 
portable game machine, and enabling it to perform a new treasure-hunting game by 
the newest game data and in which data rewriting according to claim 1 to 3 is 
possible. a 

[Claim 7] The aforementioned game provider is game equipment which is 
characterized by being ready-for-sending ability about the element data which 
constitute the game of some above to the user who required and in which data 
rewriting according to claim 1 to 6 is possible. 

[Claim 8] The incident which actually arose while the aforementioned game provider 
distributed the game on the web server, Rewrite some data requirements on game 
advance of the current-events data based on news etc., and it provides on a web 
server as the newest game data. A user is game equipment which is characterized 
by the ability to download some data requirements arbitrarily to a portable game 
machine on game advance of the aforementioned current-events data etc., and 
perform a game by the newest game data and in which data rewriting according to 
claim 1 to 3 is possible.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which invention belongs] The newest data can always perform 
a game and this invention relates to the game equipment which can rewrite the 
element data which constitute some games on game advance, can change a part of 
game data, and can perform a new game and in which data rewriting is possible. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] The fixed data game data were remembered to be by 
ROM are used for the various games proposed conventionally, and what can update 
game data or can be changed in part did not exist. . For example, in the conventional 
professional baseball game, it was impossible for a player's data registered one team 
for every team to have been memorized as data fixed to the storage section, to 
have rewritten some each player's data, and to have carried out a game by the 
newest data. However, in actual professional baseball, exchange of an one-team 
player and a two-team player is performed every day, and data, such as each 
player s batting average, a home run, victory or defeat, and the earned run average, 
change for every game. Therefore, if the data of each player by game the previous 
day were changed before the game on the day, the professional baseball game which 
was more rich in the reality can be offered. 

[0003] Moreover, also, for example by the case of a training jar game, whenever the 
island which carries out treasure hunting can change into the Hawaii island from 
Guam Island or can change a part of content of treasure contents, a place, etc., it 
can enjoy a new game. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] Then, the newest game data can perform 
a game and this invention makes it a technical problem to offer the game equipment 
which was able to be made in view of the trouble of the above-mentioned 
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conventional technology, can rewrite the element data which constitute some games 
on game advance, can change a part of content of a game, and can perform a new 
game and in which data rewriting is possible. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] While it is game equipment in which data rewriting 
is possible and a game provider offers a game on a web server according to the 
computer system to which invention according to claim 1 supplies information 
through the Internet In the game equipment to which some data requirements can 
be rewritten and saved on game advance, and a user can perform a game by the 
newest game data rewritten through the information terminal The aforementioned 
game provider uploads the newest game data rewritten and saved on a web server, 
and transmits, and a user is characterized by the ability to download this game data 
of the rewritten newest arbitrarily, and perform a game. 

[0006] Since this invention does not distribute the fixed data which conventional 
game equipment uses to games, but some data requirements are rewritten on 
advance of a game and the newest game data are transmitted, a user can download 
the rewritten newest game data arbitrarily, and can perform a game. Thereby, case 
[ like a professional baseball game ], the player data for every team based on [ when 
fixed data are used ] the game result of the previous year can perform the 
professional baseball game which was rich in the reality when player data the 
previous day were rewritten at that day, although there was no sense of reality. 
Especially, in the case of a famous player, results, such as a blow and a home run, 
attract attention for every game, and if the newest player data are downloaded 
arbitrarily and a screen display is carried out, the degree of earnestness to a game 
will also increase. 

[0007] Invention according to claim 2 is game equipment in which data rewriting 
according to claim 1 is possible, and is characterized by some data requirements 
being the newest game data with an available game provider on the aforementioned 
game advance. 

[0008] According to this invention, some data requirements are the newest data with 
an available game provider on game advance. If the game provider has received the 
player data for every team based on a game result the previous day, some of these 
data requirements are rewritten, it will save and he will upload the rewritten newest 
game data on a server. Thereby, a player can enjoy a game by the newest game data 
based on an actual game result the previous day. 

[0009] Invention according to claim 3 is game equipment in which data rewriting 
according to claim 1 is possible, and is characterized by some data requirements 
being the newest available game data out of the actual game data of a before [ one 
week grade ] on the aforementioned game advance. 

[0010] According to this invention, some data requirements are the available newest 
data on game advance in the game in which the game provider was performed even 
before one-week grade. For example, in the case of a soccer game, since the same 
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team does not play a game on the previous day, in the game actually held even 
before one-week grade, a game provider rewrites the player data for every available 
team, and saves, and the rewritten newest game data are uploaded on a server. 
Moreover, in the case of a professional baseball game, the player data based on a 
game result the previous day may not be rewritten, but the player data based on the 
game result of one week ago may be rewritten, for example. 
[0011] Invention according to claim 4 is game equipment in which data rewriting 
according to claim 1 to 3 is possible, the aforementioned game provider While 
distributing a professional baseball game on a web server, rewrite some data 
requirements on game advance of each player data based on the game result of 
actual professional baseball etc., and it provides on a web server as the newest 
game data. A user is characterized by the ability to download some data 
requirements to game machine arbitration on game advance of each player data etc., 
and perform a game by the newest game data. 

[0012] According to this invention, since each player data based on the game result 
of actual professional baseball can perform a professional baseball game, a user can 
perform a game, he being conscious of each players data, and presents admiration 
which the user turned completely into the actual pro-baseball player, and has 
participated in the game. 

[0013] Invention according to claim 5 is game equipment in which data rewriting 
according to claim 1 to 4 is possible, and a user is characterized by the ability to 
download some data requirements arbitrarily to a portable game machine on game 
advance, and perform a game by the newest game data. 

[0014] Although a user downloads arbitrarily the newest game data rewritten 
through information terminals, such as a personal computer, a personal digital 
assistant, and a portable telephone, and performs a game in invention of a claim 1 or 
a claim 4, he performs a game using a portable game machine, and is excellent in 
portability, and, generally the play screen is excellent in this invention also at the 
plain-gauze fibers for plastering of a game with latus' compared with the portable 
telephone. 

[0015] Invention according to claim 6 is game equipment in which data rewriting 
according to claim 1 to 3 is possible, the aforementioned game provider While 
distributing a treasure-hunting game on a web server, the newest game data which 
changed a part of content of the contents of the data which rewrote the 
geographical feature of a treasure island, and/or a treasure, a place, etc. are offered 
on a web server. A user is [0016] characterized by downloading some of these game 
data arbitrarily to a portable game machine, and enabling it to perform a new 
treasure-hunting game by the newest game data. Since a part of data, such as a 
place with the geographical feature of the treasure island in a treasure-hunting game 
or a treasure and contents, can be rewritten according to this invention, even if it is 
the same treasure-hunting game, for a user, he can be enjoyed as a new treasure- 
hunting game. 
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[001 7] Invention according to claim 7 is game equipment in which data rewriting 
according to claim 1 to 6 is possible, and the aforementioned game provider is 
characterized by being ready-foi^sending ability about the element data which 
constitute the game of some above to the user who required. 
[0018] According to this invention, a game provider can transmit some data 
requirements on game advance according to a demand of a user. Therefore, the 
element data which constitute some games which the game provider rewrote and 
saved can be properly used by liking of a user. 

[001 9] Invention according to claim 8 is game equipment in which data rewriting 
according to claim 1 to 3 is possible, the aforementioned game provider While 
distributing a game on a web server, rewrite some data requirements on game 
advance of the current-events data based on the incident and news which actually 
happened etc., and it provides on a web server as the newest game data. A user is 
characterized by the ability to download some data requirements arbitrarily to a 
portable game machine on game advance of the aforementioned current-events data 
etc., and perform a game by the newest game data. 

[0020] According to this invention, when accident on which the game is distributed 
on a web server, for example, the large-sized passenger boat ran on a rock in the 
Solomon Islands offing actually happens, a game provider rewrites such current- 
events data as some data requirements on game advance, and provides on a web 
server as the newest game data. Thereby, a user can enjoy the large-sized 
passenger-boat rescue game which took in the current-events data which actually 
happened. 
[0021] 

[Example] Hereafter, based on a drawing, one suitable example of this invention is 
explained in detail. Drawing 1 is drawing having shown the 1st example about the 
game equipment of this invention. The game provider 1 minds the system 2 of Web 
server 4, and registers and saves a pro-baseball player's database 3. A user 5 can 
access Web server 4 using his own information terminal 6, and can enjoy a virtual 
professional baseball game. And a game provider transmits the whole data rewritten 
to Web server 4 through the system 2, after rewriting and saving a pro-baseball 
players database 3 through a system 2 reflecting the actual game result for every 
team on the previous day. Thereby, game data the previous day are rewritten at that 
day, and a user 5 can enjoy a more realistic game, when accessing Web server 4 and 
performing a virtual professional baseball game. For example, when a famous pro- 
baseball player's batting average actually attracted attention, by the fixed player 
data in a professional baseball game like before, it was not interesting. Since the 
player data based on an actual game result the previous day are rewritten like this 
example on the day, a user can grasp the actual results of each player by the 
previous day with this game equipment, and the reality of a virtual game raises him 
conventionally. 

[0018] Drawing 2 is drawing having shown the 2nd example about the game 
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equipment of this invention. The game provider 1 is doing registration preservation 
of a pro-baseball players database 3 through the system 2 of Web server 4. A user 
5 can access Web server 4 using his own Personal Digital Assistant 6, and can enjoy 
a virtual professional baseball game like the first example. And the game provider 1 
transmits player data the previous day to a user s information terminal 6 through 
Web server 4 reflecting the actual game result for every team on the previous day. 
The user who received player data the previous day uploads the player data for 
every team memorized by Web server 4 using its own information terminal 6, and 
rewrites to the newest game data. If this method is used, the participation nature to 
a game can be given more by making data rewriting work the previous day do on a 
user 5. 

[0019] The information terminal 6 used for this invention means a personal computer, 
a personal digital assistant, a portable telephone, etc. Moreover, although the above- 
mentioned example explained the virtual professional baseball game as a game 
distributed to Web server 4 from the game provider 1, it is also possible to use for a 
treasure-hunting game as game equipment in which data rewriting of this invention 
is possible. For example, in the case of a training jar game [ in / Guam Island / in 
the game data registered and saved in the database 3 ], it is possible to rewrite 
geographical feature on the Hawaii island from Guam Island, and it is also possible to 
change a part of content of a treasure. Thereby, a user 5 can enjoy a completely 
new treasure-hunting game. In addition, if this invention is a game which rewrites 
data, it can be used for various games, such as a soccer game and a racing game, 
for example. 

[0020] Drawing 3 is drawing having shown an example which connects and uses the 
portable telephone which is the information terminal used for this invention for a 
portable game machine. In the front face of the portable game machine 10, 
loudspeaker 10d which outputs voice to display 10a as which a picture is displayed 
on the center section, operation button 10b which operates a game on left-hand 
side, and right-hand side is arranged, respectively, and software 10c for PURAUZA 
for connecting with the Internet is inserted above the game machine 10. Connector 
PURAUZA 12 for connecting with the Internet is connected to the right-hand side 
section of the portable game machine 10, and the portable telephone 11 which is an 
information terminal is connected to this PURAUZA 12. A user 5 can download some 
data requirements rewritten and saved by the game provider 1 in the database 3 
through the information terminal 6 to the game cassette of a game machine 10, and 
can enjoy a game by the rewritten newest game data. 
[0021] 

[Effect of the Invention] this invention is carried out with a gestalt which was 
explained above, and has the following effects. 

[0022] The game distributed to conventional game software and the conventional 
Internet is fixed data, and, as for rewritable game equipment, a part of game data did 
not exist at all. According to this invention, even if it is game data distributed at 
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once, data are easily rewritable in part, and for a user, while being able to enjoy 
oneself by carrying out a game new each time, since the newest player data 
information can perform a game, the game which was rich in the reality can be 
enjoyed in the case of a sport game. 

[0023] Moreover, since a user can enjoy a game with the newest data with an 
available game provider, this invention can raise the participation nature to a game 
to a user more. 

[0024] And a game can be enjoyed, player data the previous day being able to 
perform a game on the day, for example, and he being especially conscious of a 
famous players newest data information, since this invention is used for a 
professional baseball game. . 

[0025] Furthermore, this invention is used for a treasure-hunting game, and since 
game data which rewrote data easily in part, such as a place with the geographical 
feature of a treasure island or a treasure and contents, can be distributed, a user 
can enjoy himself by carrying out another, completely new treasure-hunting game. 
[0026] Moreover, a user can download arbitrarily the current-events data with which 
this invention actually happened, for example, can enjoy a large-sized passenger- 
boat rescue game etc.

[Brief Description of the Drawings] 

[Drawing 1] It is the 1st example which shows the game equipment of this invention, 
and is the system chart which rewrites data in part and distributes the newest game 
data. 

[Drawing 2] It is the 2nd example which shows the game equipment of this invention, 
and is the system chart to which game data the previous day are transmitted and a 
user rewrites data in part himself. 

[Drawing 3] It is an example which connects and uses a portable game machine for 
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the portable telephone which is the information terminal used for this invention.
